A Paper Read by Mrs. D. A. Sheffield 
at the O ld Settlers’ R-ception 
Given by the Dixon Wo­ 
man's Club. 


•‘ In giving this paper today 
1 will 
make the same apology I did before 
the Woman’s club. 1 am 110 writer. My 
husband, J.eary Brook ner,came here in 
’17 and I have heard so much of the 
early times I can hardly realize I was 
not here. 
My paper is more a talk 


a m o n g ourselves, and we will be glad 
to hear from any and all of you. 
The 
theme Is old but like the “ old, 
old 
story,’* is ever pleasant for us to hear. 
Lee county lies between I! and 12 de­ 
grees north latitude and its longitude 
is 12 degrees 
and 30 min. west of 
Washington. 
It is in the northern 
quarter of the state of Illinois in the 
third tier of counties from the northern 
boundary 
of the state. 
T h e eastern 
border of the county being near the 
meridian line north and south between 
Lake 
Michigan and the Mississippi 
! river. 
It is divided north and south by 
the third principal meridian leaving 
ranges I and 2 east and 8, U, 10, 11 west 
of said line. Lee county embraces 702 
square miles, and is bounded on the 
M east by D-lvalb on the south by La 
Salle and Bureau, on Hie west 
by 
Whiteside and on the north by Ogle. 
The extreme length of the county 
east and west is 36 miles, and the 
width north and south is 22 on the 
western line, and 18 on the eastern. 
In physical geography Lee is unsur­ 
passed 
by any oth» r county in the 
state. 
It not only presents the quiet 
I beauty 
and rounded out lines of the 
| prairie, but the rugged grandeur of 
i iver bluffs and rocky fastnesses, 
j 
The surface of the land varies from 
I the low swamps of the south to the 
! Rock river bluffs of the north, 
in the 
southwest corner of the county we 
meet with the Winnebago 
swamps. 


The land was once considered worth­ 
less imt the hand of man with ditches 
and tiies has turned it into very valu­ 
able farming laud. 
As we go east of 
the swamps the land becomes sandy 
ami rolling. Groves of forest timber 
dot this part of the county. 
The Paw ­ 
paw and Maiugens groves are the larg­ 
est. 
On the banks of Rock river and in 
the vicinity of Dixon are natural ob- 
servatiories 
from which the eye is 
greeted with such granduer of scenery 
as inspired the poetic minds of 
Wi n . 
('ullen 
Bryant and Murgret 
Fuller, 
when they visited them in the 
los 
The principle stream in Lee county is 
Ro *k river, which crosses the north­ 
west corner. 
The beauty and attrac­ 
tions of this river are not equaled by 
any other stream in the state, and has 
well been named the Hudson of the 
west. 
This expression 
has 
caused 
more than one to feel disappointed in 
their liist visit down the Hudson. 
My 
mp from Albany to New 
York to see 
the beauties of the Hudson did not 
come up to my expectations by any 
means and I often remarked, we have 
finer views on our old Rock river. 
On 
the banks of this historical stream the 
beautiful city of Dixon has been built 
The geological formations along its 
banks are of more than usual interest, 
and one of the finest collections in 
kpringiield was collected by our own 
loved Dr. Everett, lie spent many years 
gathering them, and was never happier 
tint) when showing them to his friends. 
On Rock river may he found St. Deters 
sand stone out-cropping above Grand 
DeTour. 
We find the l'rentou or buff 
and blue lime stone. Galena lime stone, 
without mineral deposits as at Galena, 
Fincmatti 
group, 
green 
and 
blue 
shales 
with surface 
deposits, 
llow 
many lessons we can learn by what the 
rocks tell us. 
W hat 
an amount of 
wealth there is hidden in the hills of 
rocks, and if the canal ever is made 
from Rockford to the Hennepin, their 
quiet places will be no more, tor the 
valuable stone would be shipped to aii 
quarters. 
In the spring of lS2-sJohn 
Dixon, whose name the city of Dixon 
now bears, induced Joseph Ogee, a 
French Indian half-breed, to establish 
a ferry here. 
In 18.10 Mr. Dixon, who 
had been carrying the mail from IVoria 
to Galena, bought the ferry and brought 
his family here. From that time it was 
ailed Dixon ferry. 
Mr. 
Dixon was 
ever a friend to the red man and they 
named him Nachusa, which is a con­ 
traction of Nadahchurah-sah and sig­ 
nifies head-hair-white. 
1 had the pleasure of meeting Father 
Dixon the first visit 1 
made here, 
lie 
had a kindly face and long white hair 
braided down his back and tied with a 
black ribbon. He gave me a warm wel­ 
come as a daughter, as my husband 
had been one of his boys for many 
years. 
In 1832 the Black Hawk war broke 
out. 1 copy this from the recollections ' 


of the pioneers of Lee county. 
Father 
Dixon told this to the person that con­ 
tributed it to the book. 
When the 
Black Hawk war broke out, Gen. >cott 
who had charge of the Northwestern 
M ilitary department and was at Fort 
Mielling, Minn., ordered the militia, 
which had been called out for defense 
of the citizens, to meet at Dixon. 
To 
muster these men in, Gen. Scott sent 
two young lieutenants from Fort knel­ 
ling to Dixon. One of these young of­ 
ficers was bright, talkative, aud exceed­ 
ingly inquisitive as to the habits of the 
Indians, while the other seemed verv 
quiet and modest. 
They administered 
the oath to the volunteers, 
among 
whom was a captain about their own 
age, dressed in Kentucky jeans, from 
Sangamon 
county, I iJ. 
Years rolled 
away and the great Rebellion came on

Held at the John L 
Lord H o m e 
Palmyra. 


The Farm ers’ Club after a rest from 
laA June has again resumed work, the 
first meeting being held yesterday aft­ 
ernoon at the very pleasant home of 
Mr. aud Mrs. John L. Lord m Palm y­ 
ra. 
There was a good representation 
present. 
President A. A. 
Beede called the 
meeting to order. 
A pretty piano solo 
by Lulu Woodford of Dixon w a s heart­ 
ily appreciated. 
After the reading of 
the minutes the subject “ Corn Fodder ' 
was announced, 
which drew forth a 
very animated discussion. 
A. G. Solig considered the most ap­ 
proved way of getting fodder out of the 
field was by shredding It. 
Having 
just had ten acres done in this manner, 
which is a good day’s work fora shred­ 
der, he figured cost it him $28. 
W h ile 
the expense was somewhat large, there 
was a great deal in having it all 
done in one day aud placed out of the 
weather, which otherwise would nect s- 
sitate men going into the fields in all 
kinds of weatuer during the winter 
months. 
He was also of the opiuion 
that an acre of clover hay was worth 
twice as much as an acre of corn foc- 
der, and was convinced that when it 
was obtainable there was nothing that 
be it-*elDver hay. 
The question was asked as to how 
much more could 
bo gotten tout cf 
s ¡redded corn fodder than the picked 
o it corn fodder, if any. 
It seemed to 
be the general opinion that there was 
very little dilforonce, the difference bt- 
ing that shredded fodder was far more 
preferable for bedding, 
while a few 
thought it better when cut fresh each 
day. 
Mr. Lord had had a great deal oi ex­ 
perience with fodder; he preferred cut­ 
ting his fodder with fodder cutter each 
day; be though better results obtaiued 
by this method than shredding, which 
he thought too expensive. 
One ob­ 
jection raised to this method was the 
many bad days iu winter which men 
must orave to secure the fodder in the 
fijid. 
Mr. Lord, unlike Mr. Selig, had 
been unfortunate in getting crops of 
clover, but couid almost always de­ 
pend on getting a good corn crop. 
Prof. Hartwell had ten acres of com. 
which was a large crop for him, and 
ho was feeding it as fodder, withou 
any hay whatever, to his horses at d 
cattle, 
who were never iu a more 
thriving conditions but he desir d to 
know more about shredded fodder. 
President Beede gave Lis ideas in a 
general way. 
He thought that if you 
did not have any huy, corn fodder was 
the next thing and would just pay for 
handling. 
Had shredded one and one- 
half days because he was short of hay; 
had figured that his corn being shred­ 
ded and fodder placed in barn cost him 
three dollars per acre. 
Reconsidered 
it a very fair substitute for hay. 
Prof- Hartwell announced the com­ 
ing Farmers' Institute to be held in 
Amboy February ‘.Mb and 10th and that 
a prize wculd be given to the boy and 
girl who would w r i t e the best essay on 
tfie subjects of ’'I'h e Ideal Barn ” and 
“ The Ideal Kitchen,’’ respectively. 
The next meeting will be held 
Dec. 
2 )th at A. G. Lord's in North Dixon, 
¡subject for discussion to be announced 
later. 
Miss Woodford favored the company 
with another pretty piano solo aud the 
meeting adjourned.
